I understand,  is  merely  experimental,  and  I should  strongly 
urge  the  Council  to  seriously  consider  the  advisability  of 
appointing  a whole  time  officer,  who  in  addition  to  her  ordin- 
ary duties  as  Health  Visitor,  would  assist  the  Sanitary 
Inspector.

The  disease  made  its  appearance  among  the  infants 
attending  Dorsett  Road  Schools  about  the  middle  of  October 
and  spread  so  rapidly  it  was  deemed  advisable  to  close  the 
Infants  Department  in  November  for  five  weeks,  which, 
coupled  with  the  Christmas  holidays,  completely  stamped  out 
the  epidemic. 

The  houses  affected  were  visited,  and  the  parents 
warned  of  the  gravity  of  the  disease.  Medical  assistance  was 
sought  in  most  cases  with  the  result  that  only  six  children 
died,  and  I take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  the  staffs  of  the

various  schools  for  the  prompt  manner  in  which  they  notified 
any  absentees. 

Scarlet  Fever.

(ireen  and  High  Street  respectively. 

All  the  houses  affected  were  in  good  sanitary  condition. 

Six  of  the  patients  were  removed  to  the  Isolation 
Hospital,  whilst  three  very  mild  cases  were  nursed  at  home. 

Miss  Tonbs  was  appointed  temporary  night  nurse,  and 
the  District  Nurses  called  twice  daily.  All  the  cases  admit- 
ted were  of  a mcst  virulent  type,  and  two  succumbed,  one  a 
female  aged  17  and  the  other  a man  aged  26  years. 

In  addition  to  the  above  a child  who  had  been  admit- 
ted to  the  Walsall  and  District  Hospital  developed  Enteric 
and  was  removed  to  the  Walsall  Fever  Hospital,  where  she 
died.

On  the  15th  July  I issued  notices  warning"  parents  and 
those  in  charge  of  children,  that  Diarrhoea  (or  Enteritis)  was 
not  a disease  incidental  to  teething,  but  was  an  epidemic 
disease,  frequently  carried  by  flies,  and  suggesting  that  all 
milk  and  food  should  be  covered  up  and  kept  in  a cool  place. 

The  result  of  the  warning  was  most  gratifying;  mothers 
were  more  than  usually  careful,  and  when  their  children  were 
attacked  sought  earl}^  medical  advice. 

Sanitary  work  was  pushed  on  in  the  areas  affected,  the 
I nspector  visited  and  gave  advice  as  to  general  cleanliness. 
In  my  opinion  if  these  precautions  had  not  been  taken  early, 
a much  heavier  epidemic  would  have  occurred,  and  the  num- 
ber of  deaths  would  have  been  proportionately  higher.

A new  Regulation  comes  into  force  on  the  ist  January 

1912,  by  which  all  cases  are  to  be  notified,  and  a register 
kept,  visits  to  be  paid,  pamphlets  and  advice  to  be  given. 

Under  this  Regulation  the  services  of  a w'hole  time 
Health  Visitor  would  be  invaluable. 

The  South  Staffordshire  Joint  Hospital  Board  have  had 
under  consideration  the  advisability  of  using  their  Smallpox 
Hospital,  situated  at  Moorcroft,  between  Bradley  and  Moxley, 
as  a Phthisis  Sanatorium,  where  cases  in  the  early  stage* 
could  be  taken  in  for  a few  weeks  for  instruction  more  than 
for  treatment,  but  as  our  population  is  mostly  working  class, 
I am  afraid  the  fee  charged,  viz,  thirty  shillings  a week, 
would  be  prohibitive,  unless  the  Council  advances  the  money. 

How^ever  under  the  National  Insurance  Act  this  mat- 
ter w'lll  be  taken  up  in  the  near  future.

Excrement  and  Refuse  Disposal. 

All  refuse  is  removed  by  the  Council’s  own  men  under 
a night  foreman  ; only  teams  and  drivers  are  worked  on  con_ 
tract.  More  than  half  the  houses  have  sanitary  dust  bins, 
the  large  insanitary  ash  pits  have  practically  been  abolished. 

During  the  year,  194  privies  have  been  abolished  and 
255  water  closets — affecting  387  houses,  have  been  substituted 
— this  creates  a record.  In  only  two  cases  has  it  been 
necessary  for  the  Council  to  carry  out  the  work,  on  behalf  Of 
owners  who  would  not  have  the  necessary  alterations  carried 
out.  < 

There  are  now  2166  water  closets  in  the  district,  a^ 
compared  with  1866  in  1910  and  1632  in  1909. 

They  are  well  flushed  and  kept  in  good  order. 

Night  soil  is  not  deposited  in  the  street  but  is  carted 
direct  to  the  canal  wharf  where  it  is  transferred  to  boats  and 
sent  to  the  local  farmers. 

Sewage  Disposal. 

The  present  outfall  works  consist  of  eight  rectangular 
precipitation  tanks.  The  effluent  is  conveyed  to  the  land. 
The  greater  portion  of  land  is  divided  into  thirteen  beds,  three 
of  which  are  reserved  for  sludging  purposes. 


The  farm  has  been  used  since  1884  and  owing  to  the 
continuous  application  of  sewage  upon  the  surface,  is  becom-: 
ing  useless  for  the  purpose  of  purification  and  inefficient  to 
present  requirements. 

A scheme  is  now  being  proposed  for  the  conversion  of 
the  system  from  chemical  precipitation  to  a more  up-to-date 
method,  viz  : the  Bacteriological  process. 

Plans  and  particulars  will  be  forwarded  to'  the  Local 
Government  Board  at  an  early  date  for  their  consideration. 

Water  Supply. 

There  is  a plentiful  and  constant  supply  of  good  water 
from  the  South  Staffordshire  Water  Works  Co.  Wells  are 
not  in  use  in  the  district. 

Insanitary  Dwellings  and  Over- 
crowding. 

.All  the  work  during  the  past  year  has  been  done  under 
sections  17  and  iS  of  the  Housing  and  Town  Planning  Act. 

Twenty-three  Closing  Orders  have  been  issued,  and  all 
with  the  exception  of  2 are  now  closed. 

Four  determining  Closing  Orders  were  issued. 

Fifteen  Demolition  Orders  were  issued. 

In  addition  to  the  above  76  houses  have  been  reported 
to  the  Committee  owing  to  general  dilapidated  conditions. 
Fifty  of  these  have  been  thoroughly  repaired  and  made 
sanitary. 

Isolation  Hospital. 

This  building,  situated  in  Heath  Road,  is  now  used 


for  the  reception  of  cases  of  enteric  fever,  and  has  proved 
invaluable  in  the  past. 

Six  cases  having-  been  treated  during-  the  year. 

The  accommodation  consist  of  eight  rooms,  with  four* 
teen  beds.  There  is  no  permanent  staff,  but  temporary 
nurses  are  appointed  when  necessary. 

It  has  alway.s  been  clean  and  in  good  order  on  all  my 
visits. 

' Dairies  and  Cowsheds. 

There  are  sixteen  cowkeepers  and  seventeen  purveyors 
of  milk  in  the  district  ; with  the  exception  of  four,  all  were 
found  clean  and  in  good  condition.  * 

These  four  required  limewashing,  which  was  immediate- 
ly done.  There  were  no  prosecutions  during  the  year. 

Slaughter-houses. 

There  are  eleven  slaughter-houses  in  the  district,  5 
licensed  and  6 registered.  772  visits  have  been  paid,  includ- 
ing butchers  shops,  and  they  have  generally  been  found  in  a 
clean  condition. 


/Heat  Inspection. 

Considerable  attention  has  been  given  to  this  during 
the  year.  Sixteen  seizures  and  two  prosecutions  have  taken 
place  and  the  quality  of  the  meat  has  lately  much  Improved

Durin"  the  year  14  houses  were  erected,  extensions 
made  to  various  works,  a Drill  Hall  built  in  Church  Street, 
Offices  and  Institute  in  connection  with  Engineeringf  Works 
in  Booth  Street,  and  many  outbuilding's,  stables,  &c,  were 
improved.  The  brook  course  was  widened  and  cleaned  in 
conjunction  with  neighbouring  authorities. 

The  public  sewers  received  the  necessary  attention  and 
are  all  in  good  condition. 

, The  lighting  of  the  streets  was  generally  improved. 

The  Highway  improvements  consisted  of  purchase  of 
!r  old  property  in  Walsall  Street,  Cramphill  and  Wolverhampton 
f Street,  and  land  added  to  roads  for  widening  purposes. 

Land  in  Great  Croft  Street  fenced  and  retained  as  an 
open  play-ground.  The  Pleasure  Grounds  in  Victoria  Road 
were  well  cared  for,  trees  and  shrubs  making  good  pro- 
gress, and  the  flower  beds  always  trim  and  neat. 

Factories  and  Workshops  Act. 

There  are  50  Factories  and  120  Workshops  in  the 
district. 

Nut  and  Bolt  making  is  the  staple  trade,  but  in  addition 
there  are  Constructional  Engineers,  who  turn  out  heavy  work, 
such  as  railway  station  roofs,  bridges,  etc  There  are  also 
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Galvanizers,  Tube  makers,  Stampers,  Latch  makers,  Engin- 
eers— for  making  bolt  and  nut  machinery,  etc.  ; Saw  mills, 
Joiners  and  Builders,  Motor  Car  Frame  makers  and  one 
Steam  Laundry.

During  the  past  year  a record  number  of  privies  have 
been  abolished  and  I am  pleased  to  report  that  most  of  the 
property  owners  now  realize  the  importance  of  this  movement 
and  w'ith  a few  exceptions  very  little  opposition  has  been  met 
with.  Only  in  two  cases  has  it  been  necessary  for  the 
Council  to  carry  out  the  work  on  behalf  of  owners  who  would 
not  do  the  work  themselves. 

104  privy  middens  having  145  separate  closet  seats 
and  60  privy  vaults  or  cisterns  with  90  closet  seats  have  been 
abolished  and  255  clean  water  closets  have  been  substituted 
affecting  387  houses. 

143  ashpits  have  been  abolished,  and  250  dust  bins 
which  receive  weekly  attention  have  been  substituted. 

Nearly  half  the  town  have  now  movable  dust  bins  and 
fully  appreciate  the  benefits  to  be  derived  from  their  use.

Slaughter-Houses. 

There  are  i i Slaughter-Houses  within  the  district,  5 
of  these  are  licensed  annually  and  6 registered. 

772  visits  have  been  paid  to  these  premises  including 
butchers’  shops. 
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The  butchers  have  always  endeavoured  to  keep  their 
slaughter-houses  in  a clean  condition  and  only  in  a few  in- 
stances has  it  been  necessary  to  request  them  to  limewash 
which  has  been  done  at  once. 

Food  Inspection. 

Whenever  possible,  visits  have  been  made  to  the 
slaughter-houses  during  the  time  of  killing  but  owing  to  the 
fact  that  almost  every  one  varies  their  time  of  killing  week 
by^week  it  is  difficult  to  examine  the  meat  in  the  slaughter- 
house. 

All  the  butchers  have  been  asked  repeatedly  to  send  at 
once  to  me  if  they  found  anything  abnormal  at  the  time  of 
killing,  but  during  the  year  only  two  of  them  have  requested 
me  to  examine  their  meat. 

On  7 occasions  I have  found  diseased  meat  in  the 
slaughter-houses  visited,  and  in  each  case  the  butcher  has 
made  the  excuse  that  he  was  going  to  send  for  me  before 
removing  the  carcase. 

There  has  been  i6  seizures  of  diseased  and  unsound 
food  during  the  year,  the  total  weight  being  3067  pounds. 

3 bodies  of  beef  and  i pig  were  condemned  owing  to 
being  affected  with  Tuberculosis,  i beast  ditto  Septic  Metritis, 

I pig  ditto  unsound.  Also  42  pounds  of  offal,  20  pounds  of 
plums,  65  pounds  of  prawns,  12  pounds  of  pears,  and  40 
pounds  of  beef. 


/Harket. 

The  market  has  received  considerable  attention  especi- 
ally the  butchers  stalls. 
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None  of  the  meat  sold  upon  these  stalls  has  been 
slaughtered  within  the  district  and  it  is  very  difficult  to 
properly  examine  meat  of  this  description  for  disease  On 
the  stall  the  meat  is  often  of  a questionable  character  but  only 
on  one  occasion  have  I considered  myself  justified  in  seizing 
any. 

The  fish  and  fruit  have  received  careful  attention. 

Prosecutions. 

^ Two  prosecutions  have  been  taken  against  persons  for 
exposing  for  sale  unsound  food  one  butcher  was  fined  two 
pounds  and  costs  or  one  month.  And  another  was  fined  four 
pounds  and  costs  and  also  one  pound  and  costs  for  obstruction 

Dairies  and  Cowsheds. 

There  are  i6  cowkeepers  and  17  purveyors  of  milk  on 
the  register.  136  visits  have  Deen  made  to  these  premises 
and  on  4 occasions  have  had  to  request  Limewashing  and  5 
times  the  removal  of  manure  from  the  premises. 

On  the  i8th  of  May  I found  a cow  lying  down  outside 
one  of  the  cowsheds  and  was  informed  that  she  had  slipped 
down  and  broken  her  leg.  The  cow  was  slaughtered  and 
upon  examination  was  found  to  be  affected  with  Septic  Metri- 
tis owing  to  calving  troubles,  the  carcase  was  condemned  by 
a Justice  and  afterwards  destroyed. 

.“X  special  letter  was  sent  to  every  cowkeeper  informing 
them  that  no  animal  intended  for  human  food  must  be 
slaughtered  in  cr  about  any  premises  except  a licensed 
slaughter-house  unless  by  special  permission  in  case  of  emer- 
gency. 
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Canal  Boats 


54  visits  were  made  along-  the  canal  and  5 registered 
cabin  boats  examined. 

One  boat  was  found  to  be  without  the  proper  certificate 

of  registration. 

» 

One  boat  had  a defective  deck  and  was  not  provided 
with  the  necessary  bilge  pump. 

One  captain  obstructed  me  by  refusing  to  allow  me  to 
inspect  his  boat. 

Infectious  Diseases. 

59  cases  of  Notifiable  Diseases  were  reported  and 
and  visited,  Scarlet  Fever  ii,  Enteric  Fever  9,  Erysipelas  8, 
Diphtheria  2,  and  Tuberculo.'-is  29. 

13  of  the  tuberculosis  cases  were  reported  by  the  union 
and  16  under  the  regulations  as  to  Hospitals. 

48  houses  have  been  disinfected. 

6 cases  of  Enteric  were  removed  into  the  Hospital.
